Paramedic to police after motorcyclist hit ambulance 




An apprentice paramedic who 
parked his ambulance on the A3 
asked a police officer, “Am I going 
to prison?” after a motorcyclist 
crashed into it and died. 

Paramedics parked in the south¬ 
bound central reservation in March 
last year to treat a cancer-ridden 
pensioner from Epsom who had 
jumped from an overhead bridge on 
the opposite carriageway. 

Dentist Rajesh Parkash died after 
his motorbike hit the ambulance. 

Thomas Baverstock, an appren¬ 
tice paramedic for London Ambu¬ 
lance, was asked by Surrey coroner 
Richard Travers on Tuesday: 
“When you stopped where you did, 
did you consider whether you knew 
where you were going to leave that 
vehicle was a dangerous position 
for other road users?”

Mr Baverstock said: “I was aware 
that due to where I was parking I 
needed to leave the blue lights on 
and the hazards. I felt it was quite 
visible.” 

He said he thought he had pulled 
over further than he did, but the 
hazard lights were not in fact 
turned on, the court heard. 

Asked about his comment to po¬ 
lice he said: “I don’t remember why. 
I remember being in an extreme 
state of shock and panic, and not 
thinking straight.” 

The inquest heard neither Mr 
Baverstock nor his colleague are set 
to face prosecution over what hap¬ 
pened. 

John Bate-Williams, representing 


London Ambulance Service, said 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) concluded that neither 
should face charges despite a re¬ 
quest for a review by the Parkash 
family. 

Dr Parkash, a father of two, 
was described as “a fun-loving per¬ 
son” with a “caring manner”. 

He was on his way home from 
work to see his mother, the court 
heard. 

Dr Parkash’s brother-in-law Naval 
Mair said: “Raj was very fond of the 
culture that he came from, and he 
took great joy in Indian poetry and 
classical Indian music as well as 
popular.” 

Dr Parkash was born in Ludhi¬ 
ana, in the Punjab, in 1970, and 
moved with his mother and sister to 
the UK when he was seven. 


He graduated from King’s College, 
London, in 1993 and practised den¬ 
tistry as an implantologist. 

A witness told the inquest: “From 
what I remember I didn’t see any 
brake lights, any attempt for him to 
move out of the way. 

“I heard it before I saw it coming 
round the corner, watched him go 
round the sweeping 
bend. I imagine he 
was looking at what 
was happening onj 
the other side of the 
road.” 

Dr Parkash’s wife, 

Ravita, also a dental 
surgeon, died four 
years ago of swine 
flu, Mr Mair said.

Cruz murder report is still 
not released after 2 years 


Nearly two-and-a-half years 
on from the murder of 37- 
year-old Charito Cruz, a 
crucial report into alleged 
failings of police and accusa¬ 
tions of a belated cover-up by 
social workers is yet to come 
to light. 

Asad Niazi was jailed for life 
in December 2012 for ham¬ 
mering Ms Cruz to death in 
front of their daughter short¬ 
ly after being released from 
police cells for smashing her 
phone with the same hammer. 

Ms Cruz’s baby daughter 
had been referred to social 
services twice before Ms 
Cruz’s murder in 2011 be¬ 
cause of Niazi’s behaviour. 

But the investigation into al¬ 
legations the referrals were 
ignored by social workers, 
and claims by former 
Kingston Council director 
Olivia Butler that there was a 
cover-up of these mistakes af¬ 
terwards, is still waiting to be 
reviewed by a Home Office

The report should have been 
completed in six months 
according to Government 
guidelines. 

A Home Office spokeswom¬ 
an denied there was a backlog 
of cases, but has refused to 
give any more information 
about the report. 

She said: “In the beginning 
we weren’t getting as many as 
we are now. 

“There’s no backlog. Each 
case is decided on its own 
merits.” 

Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Liz Green said: 
“It’s just as frustrating from 
our perspective. 

“We have conducted our 
own internal report and we 
have made recommendations 
and acted on them. 

“We want to be able to tell 
people about it, but we can’t 
until it is released.”

Resignation led to ultrasound backlog 


A total of 728 patients waited 
more than six weeks for ultra¬ 
sound tests at Kingston Hos¬ 
pital because of an increase in 
referrals and a lead sonogra- 
pher’s resignation. 

It missed the 99 per cent tar¬ 
get, reporting a 82.8 per cent 
rate in December. 

A Kingston’s clinical 


commissioning governance 
report said: “The problem 
was originally caused by the 
resignation of the lead sonog- 
rapher and an inability to re¬ 
cruit a replacement. 

“There has also been 
sickness of another sonogra- 
pher leading to a backlog 
developing.” 


The backlog was cut to 468 
after extra services were put 
on at Surbiton Health Centre 
and elsewhere. 

A Kingston Hospital spokes¬ 
woman said there had been 
an unprecedented demand 
since May, but the backlog 
would be cleared by the end of 
March.

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Woman 'still in love’ with killer

A woman whose ex-boyfriend 
stabbed her new lover to death 
last year has said she still loves 
the killer. 

Michelle Dooley, of Sheep- 
house Way, Old Malden, was in 
the next room when jilted ex 
Andrew Nichols stabbed new 
flame Colin Bolton seven 
times, with the fatal blow 
piercing his breastbone. 

Nichols, 45, was cleared of 
murder last week by a jury at 
the Old Bailey, but he had 
pleaded guilty to manslaugh¬ 
ter before the trial. 

Miss Dooley posted on Face- 
book “Love u andy xx can’t 
wait to c u next week”. 

Nichols stabbed Mr Bolton, 
28, on the Kingsnympton estate 
in the flat of old school friend, 
and Miss Dooley’s ex-partner, 
Roger Thornton, after a series 
of taunting incidents by Mr 
Bolton. 

Defence barrister Lewis 
Power QC said Mr Bolton was 
“lording it” over Nichols, 
“goading” him about having 
slept with Miss Dooley and 
gave him a photo of the pair of 
them kissing. 

Miss Dooley told the court 
that sex with electrical engi¬ 
neer Mr Bolton “only hap¬ 
pened the once and it was a 
mistake”. 

She said: “He would call me 


all the time when he was sup¬ 
posed to be at work. He was 
putting lots of pressure on me 
about a month before [the stab¬ 
bing] happened.” 

Nichols is an only child, 


whose parents split up when 
he was young, the court heard. 

Until the stabbing he lived 
with his mother, having 
suffered a nervous breakdown 
in 1995, and had not worked in 


more than a decade. 

Nichols told the court he 
could not remember stabbing 
Mr Bolton, but knew later he 
had done something wrong. 

After leaving Mr Thornton’s 


flat he withdrew £300 and went 
to Havant, Hampshire, where 
he was arrested on June 11 last 
year, the day after the attack. 

He will be sentenced on Fri¬ 
day, March 14. 


Fatal day 

On Monday, June 10, 
Michelle Dooley had 
been discharged from 
Kingston Hospital and 
was recuperating at 
Roger Thornton’s Thurs- 
ley House flat. 

Colin Bolton had 
picked her up from hos¬ 
pital and driven her 
there. 

Nichols, who had visit¬ 
ed Miss Dooley in hospi¬ 
tal and brought her 
sandwiches, also went to 
the flat. 

The three men were in 
conversation when Mr 
Thornton went to the 
kitchen to get a cup 
of tea, the Old Bailey 
heard. 

While lying down in 
one of the two bed¬ 
rooms, Miss Dooley 
heard Mr Bolton cry out: 
“Get off me, get off me!” 

Nichols had stabbed 
Mr Bolton seven times 
on the living room sofa 
and, after being pulled 
away by Mr Thornton, 
went to the kitchen. 

There he picked up a 
second knife. 

Miss Dooley told the 
court: “He was trying to 
get into the front room. 

“I told him to give me 
the knife.” 

After Nichols com¬ 
plied, she threw the 
knife away from him. 


Two arrests and five bans 
after violence at Dons game 


Five AFC Wimbledon football fans 
have been banned from the club’s 
home ground in Kingston after trou¬ 
ble erupted at a recent match. 

A police officer is alleged to have 
been assaulted. 

The game on Saturday, February 22, 
between AFC Wimbledon and Bury at 
Kingsmeadow was heavily guarded 
by police after violence broke out 
shortly before the game kicked-off at 
3pm.

A 17-year-old, from Chertsey, Sur¬ 
rey, was arrested on suspicion of as¬ 
saulting a police officer and 
obstructing a police officer. 

A 20-year-old, also from Chertsey, 
was arrested on suspicion of affray. 
Both were bailed until April. 

Several fans inside the ground 
seemed unaware of the violence 
during the game, which the Dons lost 
1 - 0 . 

AFC Wimbledon chief executive 
Erik Samuelson said: “We have got an 
exemplary record for behaviour at 
our football ground, and we take this 
sort of thing very seriously. 

“We want to maintain our reputa¬ 
tion for being a safe, family-friendly 
football club. 

“As a result we have banned five 
people from the ground indefinitely.” 

Mr Samuelson confirmed all 
five people were AFC Wimbledon 
fans and had the right to appeal the 
decision.

Man, 22, denies raping pensioner 


A Chessington man has denied raping and 
trying to kill a pensioner in her own home. 

Robert John Richards, 22, of Pear Tree 
Close, Chessington, appeared at Kingston 
Crown Court on February 25 charged 
with attempted rape, rape and attempted 
murder. 

He was remanded in custody until the 
trial, which is due to begin on Tuesday, 
April 22. 

Mr Richards, who has a tattoo on his 
neck, was dressed in a grey sweatshirt 


with the collar of a burgundy polo shirt 
sticking out. 

He spoke only to enter his not guilty 
pleas to all three charges. 

The trial is expected to last for 10 days. 

Police were called to an address in 
Chessington in the early hours of October 
23 last year following reports of a burglary 
and rape of a woman in her 70s. 

A woman was taken to hospital for non¬ 
life-threatening injuries and later under¬ 
went surgery.

An 8,000sq ft penthouse with 
concierge service, a Curzon 
cinema, and a restaurant run 
by a celebrity chef are just 
some of the features included 
in final plans for Kingston’s 
iconic Regal Cinema hall. 

Developer CNM Estates has 
submitted its planning appli¬ 
cation to Kingston Council 
outlining a radical new vision 
for the vacant, Grade II-listed 
building in Richmond Road, 
which was a Gala Bingo hall. 

The multi-million pound 
scheme will also include a 
dance hall, office space and 
children’s play and education 
centre. 

Three new storeys will be 
built on top of the existing 
structure, to accommodate 14 
residential flats, including 
one 8,000sq ft penthouse and 
two l,000sq ft homes. 

An underground basement 
level will also be excavated for 
residential parking. 

CNM Estates chairman 
Wahid Samady said he wanted 
to bring the luxury and glam¬ 
our of London’s billionaire 
residential complex One Hyde 
Park to Kingston, adding the 


scheme would herald a new 
era for the firm’s own devel¬ 
opment style. 

Mr Samady said: “This de¬ 
velopment has been driven by 
the community. 

“It’s taken longer because 
it’s a complex building and 
we’ve had to check with En¬ 
glish Heritage that all fea¬ 
tures are appropriate. 

“We want to bring Number 
One Hyde Park to Kingston. 

“We want to scale it down, 


but bring that same amenity 
and luxury.” 

Mr Samady said the compa¬ 
ny had agreed terms with bou¬ 
tique cinema chain Curzon to 
open a three-screen complex 
at the development, subject to 
contract negotiations. 

There are also ongoing talks 
with an unnamed celebrity 
chef about opening a high- 
quality restaurant and bar at 
the site. 

CNM Estates has now 


completed the purchase of the 
building from former owner 
Franco Lumba, who in 2013 
was fined £45,000 plus £29,000 
in costs for ripping out the 
building’s flooring. 

Mr Samady said: “We now 
own the site outright, and the 
previous owner is now com¬ 
pletely out of the equation.” 

Mr Samady responded to 
critics of the scheme, who 
have set up Facebook pages 
and petitions opposing his 
company’s plans. 

He said: “This is the no 
change brigade, who have no 
ideas about what should be 
done, but are simply chained 
to the ‘no change’ strapline, 
without any reasonable sug¬ 
gestion for what the alterna¬ 
tive should be. 

“Anyone can set up a web¬ 
site and sign a petition. We 
respect them, but we live in 
a democracy and the people 
that live close by and have 
to live with it being empty 
want a change, and we 
have listened to them and 
delivered. 

“That’s why we are urging 
the supportive majority to 
make their voices heard and 
write to us or the council in 
support of this application.” 


Permit scheme 
‘bad for shops’ 

Shopkeepers and staff have been left 
angered after a parking scheme was 
imposed in three New Malden roads. 

Businesses in Burlington Road said 
they would now have trouble attract¬ 
ing shoppers and clients, or even 
parking their own cars, after a park¬ 
ing permit scheme was put in place 
for three residential roads that come 
off the main road. 

Karen Huntley, who works at 
Vac Electric, said: “This is going to 
have a huge impact on us and we 
were not made aware of this. It is 
underhanded. 

“We have a delivery van that gets 
loaded up and goes out and comes 
back - so where are we going to 
park?” 

Councillor Terry Paton said: “We 
should be doing everything and any¬ 
thing we can to help maintain and re¬ 
vive our small shops and businesses.” 

But Carole George, who owns C and 
N Hairdressers in Burlington Road, 
said: “By the time I take my cus¬ 
tomer’s coat, speak to them and get 
them a coffee, half an hour is gone. 

“It is the clients and the people that 
work here that are going to suffer.” 

The businesses are said to be talking 
to solicitors about their next step. 

Councillor Howard Jones, leader of 
the opposition, said: “We are investi¬ 
gating how the interests of the 
shops can be maintained within the 
proposals.” 

The permit scheme, which will 
allow residents only to park in Albert 
Road, Queen’s Road and George Road 
with a £90 yearly permit, was ap¬ 
proved at the Maidens and Coombe 
neighbourhood meeting. It will be re¬ 
viewed in six months time.

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Botched ops doctor was 
employed with no checks 


A surgeon employed by 
Kingston Hospital without an 
interview or CV after getting 
a personal recommendation 
from a relative botched seven 
operations in three months. 

Doctor Faisal Sultan Sid- 
diqui, 57, carried out six oper¬ 
ations that fell “seriously 
below expected standards” 
after starting work in Jan¬ 
uary 2010 as a locum consul¬ 
tant orthopaedic surgeon. 

A five-year-old girl required 
surgery for a second time 
after he treated her. 

Six other patients were also 
left “worse off than they had 
been before surgery”. 

Siddiqui was struck off fol¬ 
lowing a three-day Medical 
Practitioners Tribunal in

Manchester recently, which 
he chose not to attend. 

Chairman Sheila Holling- 
worth said: “Dr Siddiqui has 
neither recognised, nor taken 
responsibility for his failings 
or for the harm caused to pa¬ 
tients as a result. 

“He has shown no remorse 
for the harm he has caused, 
and has shown no recognition 
of the impact his misconduct 
has had on the reputation of 
the profession.” 

Siddiqui, who is of Pakistani 
origin, was first referred to 
the General Medical Council 
after a complaint made by a 
patient he treated. 


But investigating this led to 
the discovery of seven other 
patients. 

The panel ruled the medic 
had been “out of his depth”. 

He is believed to have left 
the country. Details of the tri¬ 
bunal were sent to an address 
in New Delhi. 

Kingston Hospital said 
Dr Siddiqui’s employment 
had been subject to a 
serious untoward incident 
investigation. 

A spokeswoman said: “In 
the light of our own investiga¬ 
tion there were also changes 
made to strengthen the pro¬ 
cess for appointing locum doc¬ 
tors within the trust, to avoid 
this happening again.” 

Grahame Snelling from 


Kingston’s Healthwatch said: 
“Safe recruitment is critical 
where people are involved and 
when this does not 
happen there are all sorts of 
consequences.” 

Kingston’s top GP, Dr Naz 
Jivani, chairman of the 
Kingston clinical commis¬ 
sioning governing body, said: 
“I am surprised by this [the 
lack of checks on Dr Siddiqui 
before he was employed]. 

“But four years ago was a 
different environment. If 
there are any serious inci¬ 
dents now they would be 
looked at by the clinical 
commissioning group. There 
are procedures in place to 
make sure there is a way to 
whistleblow.” 


New Malden arson spree denied 



A man has denied going on 
a midnight arson spree in 
New Malden this month. 

Former Beverley Boys’ 
pupil Richard Darvil, 27, of 
George Road in New 
Malden, appeared at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court 
on Monday, February 24, 
and denied five counts of 
arson. 


He is now set to stand 
trial at Kingston Crown 
Court. 

Mr Darvil arrived with 
his parents and spoke only 
to confirm his name, ad¬ 
dress and to plead. 

He is charged with light¬ 
ing fire boards in King’s 
Avenue, setting alight a 
skip in the Mount and 


wheelie bins in Blagdon 
Road and New Malden 
High Street behind 
Princess Alice Hospice and 
Poundland on Monday, 
February 3. 

He has been given condi¬ 
tional bail and will appear 
at Kingston Crown Court 
for a preliminary hearing 
on March 10.

Alarming new figures have 
come to light that show an av¬ 
erage of four bus drivers a 
day are physically attacked or 
verbally abused in London. In 
total, 4,967 incidents were re¬ 
ported between 2010 and 2013. 

The figures remain stub¬ 
bornly high, despite police pa¬ 
trolling the network, both in 
uniform and in plain clothes. 

2010 saw 1,471 incidents, this 
rose to 1,864 in 2011, while 
1,632 were recorded for 2012- 
13. This state of affairs cannot 
continue. 

Nobody should have to put 
up with threats or violence 
while doing their job. 

I urge Transport for London 
to conduct a full review of 
policing across all of our pub¬ 
lic transport to make sure we 
are targeting resources in the 
right area, and to promote 
best practice on the buses that 
serve Kingston. 

We should also carry out 
well publicised sting opera¬ 
tions with plain-clothed offi¬ 
cers, which would act as a 
deterrent for those who think 
it is acceptable to abuse bus 
drivers.

id you have a good

If you slept badly, chances 
are you need a new bed. 

A new survey for national 
bed month suggests four out of 
five of us sleep poorly, yet an 
astonishing half of us still 
don’t make the connection 
with our old mattresses. 

Tests by Fira, the Furniture 
Industry Research Associa¬ 
tion, have shown that a bed 
may have deteriorated by as 
much as 70 per cent from its 
“as new” state after 10 years. 
And beds as little as six years 
old could offer significantly 
less support and comfort. 

Despite this, more than 50 per 
cent of respondents to the 
Sleep Council consumer sur¬ 
vey thought a bed should last 
between 12 years and 20 
years. 

Professor Chris Idzikowski 
of the Sleep Assessment 
and Advisory Service says: 
“People simply do not seem 
to make the connection be¬ 
tween lack of sleep and the 
state of their bed. It is surpris¬ 
ing to find that 67 per cent of 
the sample were waking up 


with neck or back pain and not 
connecting their poor sleep 
with their, presumably old, 
bed.” 

The Sleep Council has 
launched a new Toxic Sleep 
campaign in time for National 
Bed Month in March, to make 
consumers aware of the effects 
of mattress deterioration and 
the importance of repla¬ 
cing your bed for a 
good night’s rest. 

Their survey 
found 47 per cent of 
those questioned 
achieve just six 
hours sleep or less a 
night, and 67 per cent 
wake up with back or 
neck ache.

The group achieved notori¬ 
ety in 1977 when their single 
Sex & Drugs & Rock & Roll, 
released at the height of the 
punk movement, was banned 
by the BBC. 

However, the phrase has be¬ 
come a byword for the rock ’n’ 
roll lifestyle, and its rich lyri¬ 
cism led to Madness frontman 
Suggs describing Dury as “as 
possibly the finest lyricist 
we’ve seen.” 


And just two years later, in 
1979, the Blockheads were 
topping the charts with the 
funky, radio-friendly Hit Me 
With Your Rhythm Stick. 

The band, now consisting of 
Derek Hussey on vocals, gui¬ 
tarist Chaz Jankel, Norman 
Watt-Roy on bass, Mick Gal¬

Pensioner property 
wealth hits record 


Soaring house prices give pensioners financial boost 


Retired homeowners have seen their 
property wealth grow by an average 
£7,100 each in the past year as the 
housing market boom has sent home 
prices soaring according to a report 
carried out by over-55s financial spe¬ 
cialist Key Retirement Solutions. 

It says pensioners who own their 
homes outright have earned nearly 
£600 a month from their houses and 
their property wealth is now at its 
highest level since Key Retirement So¬ 
lutions started monitoring the housing 
wealth of the over-65s in March 2010. 

Its Pensioner Property Equity Index 
shows over-65 homeowners now own 
property wealth of £801.112 billion 
outright after an increase of more 
than £33.334 billion in the past year as 
house prices in most of the UK went 
up. 

The growth in property prices under¬ 
lines the success of the equity release 
market which enables homeowners to 
release money from their houses - Key 
Retirement Solutions figures show 


more than £1 billion was released in 
2013. 

Retired homeowners in London were 
the biggest winners gaining more than 
£41,200 on average each in the past 
year while retired homeowners in the 
south east are more than £10,460 bet¬ 
ter off and Scottish pensioners have 
gained £8,553 on average. 

Key Retirement's figures show more 
than 36.5 per cent of pensioner proper¬ 
ty equity is owned by over-65s in Lon¬ 
don and the south east.

"On average retired homeowners 
have nearly £600 a month. 

"Even those in areas where prices 
have fallen still have considerable 
property wealth considering they prob¬ 
ably bought their homes more than 25 
years ago."

(3) entering, exiting or proceeding on either carriageway of A3 
Hook Underpass / Kingston By-Pass between its junction 
with the easternmost nosing of Hook Rise North and Hook 
Rise South on and off-slip roads connecting it with Hook 
Junction and the administrative boundary of the Royal 
Borough of Kingston Upon-Thames and Surrey County 
Council. 

The Order also permits all vehicles to turn right from Hook Rise 
South at its junction with A3 Hook Underpass. 

The Order will be effective at certain times between the I Oth 
March 2014 and the 28th November 2014 each night Monday 
to Saturday from 9.30 PM to 5.00 AM (the works will cease 
at 5:00 AM Saturday mornings) or until the works have been 
completed whichever is the sooner. The prohibitions will apply 
only during such times and to such extent as shall from time to 
time be indicated by traffic signs. 

4. The prohibitions will not apply in respect of: 

(1) any vehicle being used for the purposes of those works or 
for fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes; 

(2) anything done with the permission or at the direction of 
a police constable in uniform or a person authorised by 
Transport for London. 

5. At such times as the prohibitions are in force alternative routes 
will be indicated by traffic signs via: (for the closure of A3 
Kingston By-Pass / Hook Underpass) (for westbound 
traffic) Hook Rise South, A309 Kinston By-Pass, Portsmouth 
Road, High Street, Claremont Lane, and Copsem Lane to 
normal route of travel; (for eastbound traffic) the reverse 

of the previous diversion route except use Hook Rise North 
from A309 Kingston By-Pass to normal route of travel; (for 
the closure of Hook Rise North and Hook Rise South) 
A309 Kingston By-Pass (westbound), reverse course at Claygate 
Lane roundabout, A309 Kingston By-pass (eastbound) and A3 
Kingston By-Pass to normal route of travel.

The 500L has already been 
awarded a five-star safety rating by 
Euro NCAP, but the 500L Trekking is 
the first Fiat to feature City Brake 
Control (a low speed collision 
avoidance system) as standard. 

There are four engine options: 

1.4-litre Fire petrol and the 875cc 
TwinAir Turbo, plus the 1.3 
(with manual and automatic 
transmissions) and 1.6-litre MultiJet 
2 turbo diesel. 

For a £700 premium over the 
normal 500L, Trekking spec is based 
on the standard car’s Lounge trim, 
but adds 17” alloy wheels and 
tinted rear windows. Highlights 
include a panoramic glass roof, air¬ 


conditioning, cruise control, and the 
company’s new UConnect touch¬ 
screen infotainment system. Rear 
passengers get ample legroom, 
although headroom is only average. 

Ergonomically, the dashboard 
scores well, with clear and intuitive 
controls. There’s no shortage of 
storage places, thanks to 22 
compartments of different sizes 
dotted around the cabin. 


Fiat’s funky compact MPV is a 
great multi-tasker; with the space 
and practicality to cope admirably 
with family duties, while also being 
desirable to own and fun to drive. 

This new Trekking model adds a 
more rugged element to the 500L, 
and allows it to be as adept at 
negotiating a bumpy country lane or 
slippery dirt track, as it is threading 
through the urban sprawl.

BEWARE FLOOD DAMAGE 


With floods affecting many areas 
of the UK over recent weeks, 
motorists looking to buy a used 
car should be mindful of checking 
potential purchases carefully for 
any potential water damage 
before parting with their cash. 

Tim Naylor, editor of British Car 
Auction’s annual Used Car Market 
Report, commented: “Rather than 
claim against insurance, some 
unscrupulous sellers may try to 
pass off their cars in a private 
sale, so buyers should be aware 
of the tell-tale signs. 

“Even the most scrupulous 
clean may not totally eradicate 
water damage, so be a ‘flood 
detective’ when appraising a 
potential purchase. Screws, 
bolts and fixings may well 
rust, so check out-of-the-way 
areas under the dash, seats, 
door sills and engine bay. 

“Look for fine silt deposits in 


spots like 
the spare 

wheel storage area, door handle 
recesses or footwells. 

“Are the carpets damp, irregular 
and ill-fitting or even been 
replaced? Are the windows con¬ 
stantly steaming up? These could 
be clues the car has sat in water.” 

While the financial 
consequences could be 
considerable, there is a 
potentially significant danger to 
life and limb by driving a flood 
damaged vehicle, as brakes and 
electrical equipment could be 
compromised.
